Gasoline fumes from a leaking gas 
line, which almost overcame him in 
the air, forced Jimmie Mattern sud- 
denly to land near Prokopievsk, Si- 
beria on Wednesday, the round-the- 
world flyer told the Associated Press. 

“J am still sick from those fumes,” 
the Texan said in an extensive in- 
terview. He spoke from Belovo, &

he had started from Omsk, Siberia, 
on the fifth lap of his world race. 

“T can’t hold any food on my stom- 
ach, but I expect to get off for Kras- 
novarsk in five or ten hours,” he 
said. 

“J was four hours out of Omsk, 
when I discovered a leak in the fuel 
line, and by the time I had found out 
what the trouble was, I was in a bad 
shape from the fumes.” 

He added that he was almost un- 
conscious when he brought the plane 
down on a small emergency landing 
field at Belovo, the settlement.

Place yourself in the position of the reader of a 
town paper and endeavor to analyze the im- 
pression created by the omission of news from 
any particular store. How can it fail to be any- 


thing but unfavorable? 

To the readers of any newspaper, store news is 
considered most important——to some, the most 
important part of the paper. Its omission can- 
not fail to have a harmful effect.
